derabie part of the Chriſtian Religion, that none might 
plead Tgnorance or Forgetfulneſs, or be able to make any 
Pretence to Excuſe the Non-performance of it.

I. The Neceſſity of Government is Confirm'd by the 
Practice of all Nations, the Barbirous and the Infidel, 
as well as the Civiliz'd and the Chriſtian, have all uſed 
the ſame Means of Common Safety. Several indeed un- 
der different Forms of Government, but all have con- 
ſented in the Neceſſity of ſome. Herein all Countreys of 
different Climates, and contrary Tempers, Diſpoſitions 
and Complexions jointly agree. | 


Whence we may conclude, Government as Natural 
as Self-preſervation, and the ſame God, that planted the 
one in the Minds of Men, appointed the other, who ſup- 
poſes Humane Laws to make Property, before the Eighth: 
Commandment is capable of being broken. 


Now Goverameat is made Neceſſary, becauſe of the 
Errours of Men, which proceed from Ignorance and, 


Vice. 


1. From Ignorance. Although Men leaſt complain of 
want of Knowledge, of any one thing, yet 'tis certain, 
the want of it has made many to be the Authors of great. 
Confuſion and Diſorder in the World. Ignorance is the. 


Blindneſs of the Underſtanding, and none are more in 
danger:

danger to miſtake their o_ than they who walk in 
the dark. And then if a Zeal be joined with Ignorance, 

as commonly it is, then it is a Cal without Ruomledge 
indeed, i. e. an Ignorant Zeal, or a Zealous Ignorance, 

which has driven Men on to commit the greateſt Sins, 

under the pretence of doing well. This irritated the 

Jens to Hate and Deſpiſe, ro Slander and Blaſpheme, 

to Accuſe and Crucifie our Bleſſed Saviour; for thro? Ig- 
norance they did it, as did alſo their Rulers, This in- Ads 3-17: 
raged them to Kill his Diſciples, and yet miſled them Job. 16 
to think they did God Service in doing fo. This“ “ 
made St. Pal, before his Converſion, to be exceeding- 

ly Mad againſt Good Men, to Perſecute them even to 

the Death, and yer to think he did well in it. But 

when he better underſtood himſelf, he confeſt he did 

theſe ill things gu rantly in Unbelief, This has kin- 1 Tim. 1. 
dled the Flames of many Cruel Perſecutions, and *3- 
caus'd manv Uncharitable Diviſions in the Chriſtian 
Church. This has raivd many dreadful Convulſions 

in the State, and by Riots, Tumults and Inſurrections, 

has Threatned, and ſometimes Effected the Ruin of 


Flouriſhing Kingdoms. 


We have heard that Forty Men have been inraged 
to make War apainſt a Mighty Nation, in full Peace, 
in the midſt of its Principal City: And we have no 
Security, but an Ignorant, Furious, Enthuſiaſtick Zeal, 
may animate greater Numbers, to attempt the like, or 
_ worſe Miſchiets. 


It is reaſonable indeed that Ignorant People ſhould 
be Modeſt, willing to hearken to good Inſtructions,

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and ready to follow the Directions of their Superiors : 
Bur on the „a Zealous Ignorance, which is 
uſuall 88 with Opinionativeneſs and Bigo- 
try, iality and Self- conceit, Pride and Prejudice, 
makes Men Bold above meaſure, and Self-wilPd above 
the Power of Conviction ; and *tis almoſt certain, that 
thoſe, who are acted by it, are very bad Men, and 
know it not, and do many ill things, and fancy they 
do well. Altho* the Rule of their Duty is plain 
and obvious, yet there is ſuch a falſe Byaſs, ſuch an 

cbſcurity in their Underſtanding, that they ſee it not. 
And as Error in Judgment produces Miſchief in Pra- 
ctioe, they think themſelves Obliged to do Evil. Now 
there is no Cure for ſuch an Ignorance as this, like 
Laws and Puniſhments, for many who have not Wiſ- 
dom enough to know their Duty, have Wit enough 
to fear the Puniſhment for the Tranſgreſſion of

2. From Vice. Many, who know their Duty well 
enough, have not a Will to do it. Murderers, Thieves, 
Robbers upon the Highway, and other Criminals of 
the firſt Courts of Juſtice, being a- 
ble to read their own Doom, when brought before Up- 
right Judges and Honeſt Juries. 


And other Malefactors, over-rul'd perhaps by Self. 
love, or Fear, or greater Cunning, who decline theſe 
Deſperate Courſes , and chuſe to practice their Vifla- 
nous Projects in as Morally a wicked, but as they 
think a iafer way, by Fraud and Falſhood , Injuſtice 


and Oppreſſion, Forgery and Perjury , they all *

the. Shame and Puniſhment due to their Crimes, as 
appears by their Denials, and the Shifting, Deceitful 
Arts they uſe for the Concealment of them. And yet 
Bad Mea will be guilty of theſe Crimes, by the In- 
ſtigation of the Devil, and the prevailing Vices of 
their Corrupt Nature. Their Wills are ſtronger than 
their Reaſon., and their Irregular Paſſions much 
more powerful than their Conſciences, that they will 
do ſuch things, as in their Judgment, in their Sober 
Intervals, they Blame and Condema themſelves for. 
And if ſo great Crimes be committed in a Chriſtian 
Countrey , under a. Regular Government, notwith- 
ſtanding ſo many Suffering Examples, and the ftanding 
Terrours of the Law, againſt the Deſperately Violent, 
and Cunningly Di part of Mankind, what could 
we expect but the Abomination of Deſolation in every 
Corner of the Countrey , were Criminals fuffer'd' to 
Riot, at the Expence of other Men's Lives and For- 
tunes, withImpunity? 


| Altho? we all have this Security, that none can do us 
Injury, without venturing the Damnation of their own 
Souls, yet ſo great is the Wickedneſs of ſome Men, as 
makes Temporal Laws neceſſary, to affect them with

of Falſe and Faithleſs Neighbours : And to make ace 
upon the Offer or Acceptance of Juſt and Hononr- 
able Terms; to Send and Receive Ambaſſadors, tor 
the Securing a Good Underſtanding with Forreivn 
Princes and States, and a Murual Intercourſe ot good 
Offices with their Subjects; to Appoint ' the Value, 
Weight and Stamp of the Coin, to ſnpply the Oc- 
caſions of Trade and Commerce; to Conter Honours, 
as Rewards for, and Encouragements of Generous 
Minds to, Worthy Actions, and Noble Enterprizes ;

2. There is a Neceſſity of Subordinate Governours 
and Magiſtrates, to Adminiſter Juſtice in their Re- 
ſpective Places and Stations, according to Jerhros Ad- 
vice to Moſes, for the Eaſe of the Prince, in bearing 21, 22. 
part of the Burden with him, and for the Benefit ot 
the People, that they may not want Right to be done 
to them upon their ſeveral Occaſions of it. For it is 
as impoſſible a Task for Princes to Adminiſter Ju- 
ſtice to their People, as to Fight their Battels, with- 
out their Hands and Help. And it is preatly to the 
People's Benefit, and to Supply their Neceſſities, that 
there are Subordinate Magiſtrates, in ſeveral Parts of 
the Kingdom , Appointed by the Authority and Fa- 
therly Care of the Prince, from whom, as the Head, 
| all the Advantages of Government are convey'd to 

them, as Members of the Body Politique. Aud in 
truth, the People, that they may not be like Sh 
without a Shepherd, expos'd to Ravenous Wolves, 2 
other Beaſts of Prey, ſtand more in need of a Prince 
to Rule and Govern them, than a Prince does of the 
Honour with the Trouble of it. | 


It ſeems ſome People — otherwiſe among the 
Old Perſians, and therefore the wiſer ſort, to Con- 
vince the reſt of their Miſtake, for the ſpace of Five 
Days after the Death of one of their Kings, permit- 
ted the People to live Lawlels, that after the Experi- 
ence of the Slaughters, Rapines and Outrages, com-

great unwillingneſs; by. an. humble Submiſſion to their- 

eproofs , Corrections and Puniſhments , with Meck- 
neſs and Patience; by Paying Tribute and Legal 
Taxes, Ordinary and Extraordinary., for ſo we are 
Rem-13-7 Taught to render to all their Dues, Tribute to whom 
Tribate is due; by Praying for them in Truth and 
Sincerity , Abhorring to Prophane the Worſhip of 
God with ſuch a Vile Hypocriſie, as to Pray for them 
with our Lips, when our Hearts are far from them; 
and laſtly, by not reſiſting their Authority, becauſe

ceive to themſelves Damnation. 


And all Chriſtians are obliged to obſerve theſe In- 
ſtances of their DET, in their reſpective Stations, ac- 
cording to their Abilities and Opportunities, of what 
Condition or Order ſoever they be, whether High or 
Low, whether Secular or Spiritual Perſons, both Hear- 
ers and Teachers, for they, who are to put others in 
mind of their Duty of tence, they eſpecially ought 
to practice it themſelves. | 


And our Duty in all theſe Particulars, I hope will 
be the better obſerv'd, if we conſider, 


1. Our Obligations to the Government. 
2. Our Advantages by it. 
3. TheGratitude that is dueto it. | 
1. Let us remember our * to the Govern- 
ment, i. e. to be Subject and Obedient to our Gover- 
nours. And St. Paul urges the Duty of Subjection 
and Obedience by a Reaſon, which will effectuall 
operate upon the Mind of every good” Man, becauſe 
the Powers that ate, are ordained of God : As his Vice- Rom. 13.1 
gerents, as his Miniſters, they are Inveſted with his 
Authority and Rule by his Commiſſion, are Set over 
us by his Appointment, and Advanced by his Provi- 
dence, which Over- rules all Second Cauſes (when ſome- 
times very unlikely for ſuch a purpoſe) into a ſub- 


ſerviency to promote to Empire ſuch Perſons, hom 
he firſt Approves.

4 Terrour to good Works, but to the evil, Will you not 
thew be afraid of the Power ? If ye do that which is evil, 
be afraid, for he beareth wot the Sword in vain. Fe 18 
the Minifter of God, a Revenger to execute Wrath «pon 
them that do evil, Who is hn that will harm you, if je 
be followers of that which is good? Againſt Modeſty , 
Meekneſs, Temperance, Peaceableneſs, there is no Law. 


No Government ever made Laws againſt ſuch Virtues 


as are neceſſary to the fupport of it, The Law i not 
ade for 4 Righteous Man, bat for the Ungoaly, and for 
Sinners, for Thieves and Murderers, for the Lawleſs and 
Diſobedient. Againſt ſuch Evil-doers, every Wile Go- 
vernment provides Penalties proportionable to their 
Crimes; whether by Pecuniary Mulcts, or Corporal

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Beſides the Doctrine of the Scriptures, which will 
effectually ingage the Obedience of good Chriſtians, 
we are under the Obligation of an Oath of All 
ance and Fidelity, the Greateſt Security, that can 
given againſt Perfidiouſneſs, and the beſt Aſſurance of 


our ſincere Intention to perform that Duty, which 


indeed the Laws of Nature, and the Rules of Civil 
Society require of us; and they who have taken the 
Oath to His Preſent Majeſty, and yet are Enemies to 
the Government, I ſuppoſe, expect not to be reputed 


Men of Integrity, becauſe they themſelves thereby de- 


clare how much indeed they deſire , yet how little 
they deſerve to be Truſted. 


But if we regard the Honour of our Holy Religi- 
on, which by the Providence of God is moſt likely to 
proſper , by the ſincere Obedience of the Profeſſors of 
it, and to ſuffer Reproach with many Inconveniences 
by the Seditious Practices of the Diſobedient, as Chri- 
ſtianity at firſt did, by the Factious Behaviour of 
ſome pretended Chriſtians, who made their Religion 
a Cloak for their Maliciouſneſs. - 371137 


If we have any Love to our Native Countrey , 
and they are Unnaturally Barbarous, who have nor, 


and may learn to Correct their Impiety of the Anci- 


ent Fagan Romans, who would have ſtigmatiz'd ſuch 
as Diſeaſes of the Community, and proſcribed them as 
unworthy to Preathe in the common Air of their 
Country, who had Rejoiced at any Miſchief or Miſ- 
fortune that had befallen it. bh 
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If we have any Value for our Laws and Liber 
ties, which were ſo Dear to our Wiſe Ariceſtors , 
that ſooner than part with them, they would have 
parted with their Lives. And may they never want 
Due Honours to be paid to their Memories, for their' 
Publick-ſpirited, Generous Care of their Poſterity, nor 
we the Virtue to deſerve as well of ours. 


If we have any Senſe of the Reſtleſs Deſigns: of 
our Common Enemies, who by open Force, and ſe- 


cret Fraud, by making, fomenting, inflaming Diviſions: - 


among us, ſetting on one part of the Nation 'to | 
wh diſable, deſtroy another by turns, — 
wear off the Scandal and Odium of their Cruelties, 
by our upbraiding one another with our own, by all 
poſſible, inſnaring, intriguing Policies, have endeavour'd 
to Rob us of theſe Bleſſings ; and if we are willing 
ſtill to be deoeiv'd , make us do their Work- 
for them, and Barbarouſly become Inſtruments of our 


-own Ruin. But ſhould we fo far oblige our Enemies 


(who have been too much, and for many Years obli- 
ged already) we ſhould be thought deſervedly to 
ſuffer all Scorn and Miſery, with the Juſt, tho? ſe- 
vere 1 of Poſterity , without Pity from any 
Mortal. 


If we would avoid the Reproach of being an in- 


conſtant , fickle, ungrateful People, who in time of 
Danger wiſh for a Deliverance, and when we have it, 
know not how to Value it, but are ready to wiſh for 


our Danger again, and too many to give their Help, 


to 
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to bring it back again upon us, tho' with 2 
Violence, if not certain Deſtruction to our R igion , 
Laws, Liberties, and all that 1s Dear to us. 


If there be any Love, if there be any Fear, if we 
have any Regard to _ of the greateſt Concern- 
ment to us, let us not Underyalue our Bleſſings, which 
will be beſt preſerv'd, nor Court our Slavery, which 
is moſt likely to be prevented, by Unity among our 
ſelves, in a hearty Obedience to our Governours. And 
I hope theſe Conſiderations will be looked upon by all 
Sober Men, who are Proteſtants, as ſo many Obliga- 
tions and Motives to it. 


IT. Let us call to mind the Advantages we receive 
by the Government, which are more, and in many re- 
ſpecs greater than other Nations Enjoy. 


We are Guarded in our Civil Rights by many fa- 
vourable Laws, which give us Relief againſt all © wg 
ries, eicher of Force or Falſhood. | 


We are Protected in our Liberties, which is a great 
Encouragement to Labour and Improvements, when 
we conſider that what is deſcended to us from our 
Anceſtors, or gotten by our Honeſt Induſtry , we are 
ſecur'd in the Legal Poſſeſſion and Diſpoſal of, a- 
gainſt all Arbitrary Attempts, ot Injurious Pretenſions. 
And above all, we have an Excellent Religion, the 
true Worſhip of God Eftabliſht among us, and no- 
thing is wanting that is helpful to forward the Sal- 
vation of our Souls, unleſs it be ( that which is in our

Tis not reaſonable to . the ſame Conveni- 
ences in all Reſpects, as in Times of Peace, an more 
than to deſire that bitter, tho? wholeſom Medicines, 
ſhould be as Pleaſant as a Recover'd State of Health. 
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And if Taxes are t, the Neceſſity is great alſo. 
They are indeed ſcoſibly the heavier by the Helliſh 
Arts of Wicked Men, who for ſeveral Years have been 
Maliciouſly breaking our Strength at Home, in Clip. 
ping and Debaſing the Coin, and thereby have done 
more Injury to our Nation, than the Succeſſive Thieves 
and Robbers of many Ages. But this we hope will be 
Repair'd by the Wiſdom of our Governours, and that 
in the Iſſue we ſhall be all Recompenced for what 
we ſuffer by it, by more Proſperous Events. 


We are Ingaged in War againſt an Enemy, whoſe 
Greatneſs — long dreaded, like a direful Co- 
met of Malignant Influence, portending ſome great 
Calamity, and if it had been n ſooner, it would 
doubtleſs have been ſhorter, and will be ſo ſtill, if 
we are as Unanimous and Hearty in the Cauſe, as our 
King is Brave and Valiant in the Defence of it. The 
Succeſs that cannot be obtain'd againſt a Powerful
